A 
motion to admit the actor to ball 6n 
the remaining Indictments, which was 
made by his counsel at that time, was 
denied by Justice Goff. The Justice said 
he would consider the question of ball 
when court convened to-day. 

Allowed Out on Ball. 


Los Angeles, Cal., June 1L—Reluc¬ 
tant admissions were made by postal 
officers of three cities yesterday that 
confirmed to some extent the belief 
that the disappearance of the register¬ 
ed mall pouch In transit from Los 
Angeles to New York, somewhere 
within the jurisdiction of Kansas City 
post office last Saturday night, will 
prove to be one of the largest losses 
in the history of the post office depart¬ 
ment.

he says, consisted of American legal 
court matter, very familiar to Ameri¬ 
can court reporters, but difficult t > 
outsiders as being technical. All the 
American champions at the contest 
were court reporters. The so-called test 
of* 260 words per minute was trans¬ 
cribed by all the American court re¬ 
porters. a great many of whom could 
not write 200 words per minute on or¬ 
dinary straightforward matter. This 
test consisted of what Is known In 
America as testimony—question and 
answer. Specially ruled paper was 
employed, and the word* “question” 
and ‘answers” were never written. 
There were 160 of these wdrds. which 
Immediately brings the speed down to 
228 words per minute. In addition to 
this, the Americans who found the 
speed too high would miss out the 
whole of a question, and trust to the 
answer to supply It in the transcript, 
and vise versa, one condition of the 
contest bdlng that If the "sense” was 
transcribed contestants would not be 
penalized, even If the words were dif¬ 
ferent. 

Many phrases occur so frequently In 
court reporting that Americans adopt 
figures to represent them. For Instance 
D»e oft-occurring phrase. "Qbjected *o 
as Incompetent, Irrelevant, dhd imma¬ 
terial” Is represented by American 
court reporters by the figure ”3.” Mr. 
Godfrey says that this Is not short¬ 
hand writing, and should not have 
been allowed In 'any International con¬ 
test. and the Judges declared thftr fife 
had won the world’schampionshlp for 
accurate shorthand writing and tramr- 
crlptlon. The contest conditions, how¬ 
ever, made It worth while ta do bad 
work at a higher speed than good work 
nt a lower. 

Mr. Godfrey challenges anyone In 
America to write at the so-called rate 
of 260 words per minute on new 
ptralghtforWard matter. The condi¬ 
tions of any future contest, he says, 
will have to be nettled with some Eng¬ 
lishmen on the committee.

In the discussion of the reasons which 
exist for federal Intervention in the 
revision of the voters' lists in Mani¬ 
toba we have already shown, says the 
Ottawa Free Press of June 2nd. that the 
system of persona] registration Mentis 
Itself to manipulation of the lists by 
the partisan officials of the provincial 
government; that the plan of revision 
is inadequate; that appeals are diffi¬ 
cult; and that generally the aim is to 
load the lists. 

"No Publicity. 

A tfcJrd factor, which helps to ren¬ 
der the revision Inefficient, is the lack 
of publicity of the work of the regis¬ 
tration clerk. He merely posts the

o e iv s a pp li cati o n s ; ami, a* . - In rnnst 
cases, the bulk of the settlers of his 
district live from one to 200 miles away, 
this can hardly be regarded as a satis¬ 
factory way of publishing the results of 
his work. If, as is not unknown, the 
revision is arranged to take place four 
days after close of registration, a man 
In the distant parts of the district has 
no chan c e of kn owing what Is transpir¬ 
ing In connection with the making tip 
of the lists; and, when there Is no more 
publicity than such as Is In vogue in 
Manitoba, and the revision is rushed on 
in a few days, the registration and re¬ 
vision might Just as well be carried on 
be hind - -l o r h rd doors. -with W. H.

All this shows that there is no guar¬ 
antee that the revision will correct the 
partisan bias of the preliminary lists, 
let alone clean up the dead accretions 
of lapsing years; and. to emphasize the, 
degree of that partisan bias. It Is only 
necessary to cite the following Instan¬ 
ces: 

“Grits’’ Need Not Apply. 

In 1906. a very Indiscreet registration 
clerk, named Dennett, sat at Balsam 
Bay. on the eastern shores of Lake 
Winnipeg, to receive applications to 
be put on the list, and when he finish¬ 
ed his labors, he wrote to party friends 
saying: “Nobody applied but a few 
Grits, and I didn’t put their names on. 
you bet.” Twenty-six Liberal voters 
were refused registration by this offi¬ 
cial of the Manitoba government. There 
was some stir made in the newspapers, 
and, after trying to prevent the names 
being put on at the revision, W. H. 
Hastings, the Conservative organizer, 
had to admit that the men wire qual¬ 
ified to vote and they were duly enrol¬ 
led.

section, of .160 acres, more or less. 

Application for homestead entry must 
be made In person by the applicant at thn 
office of the local Ageut or 8ub-Agent. 
Entry by proxy may. however, be mxdn 
on certain conditions by the father, 
mother, sou, daughter, brother or sister 
of an intending homesteader. 

An application for entry or Inspection 
made personally at any Sub-Agent's ornco 
may be wired to the local agent by thn 
Sub-Agent, at the expense of the appli¬ 
cant, and If the land applied for is vacant 
on receipt of the telegram such applies 
tlon Is to have priority and the land will 
be held until the necessary papers to com¬ 
plete the transaction are received by malL 

In case of "personation” the entry will 
be summarily cancelled and the applicant 
will forfeit all priority of claim. 

An application for Inspection must bo 
made in person.

In view of the prevalence of cut¬ 
worms In different parts of the province 
the following Information for their ex¬ 
termination is published by the depart¬ 
ment of agriculture: 

“The use of the poisoned bran rem¬ 
edy is strongly recommended, It having 
proved to be most efficacious. 

“The poisoned bran remedy gives 
really remarkable results, and Is ac¬ 
tually more attractive than green vege¬ 
tation. The mixture consists of bran 
moistened with sweetened water and 
parls green, mixed in tin proportion of 
one pound to 50 iiound* of bran. In 
making this.mixture , the most conven- 
ient method Is to dampen a small quan¬ 
tity with the sweetened water (a few 
ounces of sugar In a pall of water), 
and then add more dry bran, until the 
whole is almost di*y again. If the parls 
green is added to the bran without 
dampening, it sinks with remarkable 
rapldky to the bottom, even In thin 
dry mixture, when it is stirred. 

“If it is desired to use the poison as 
a wet application, more water can be 
added until It Is of about the same con¬ 
sistency as porridge, but If it Is to be 
used dry. dry bran must be stirred in 
until the mixture will run through tho 
fingers easily. The poison may then be

Finally 
Mr. Moresby asked what time of the 
day the measurement was taken, and 
was told at 5.28 on the morning of 
June 5th.

With the view 
of improving conditions the travellers 
will ask the legislatures of their re¬ 
spective states or province to pass 
more stringent laws re garding the 
sanitary conditions of hotels, Including 
the cleanliness of the hotel throughout 
and of the bed clothes and bedrooms 
In particular and ask for regular In¬ 
spection. 

The coast council will' ta»u© a pocket 
guide giving train, boat and stage 
schedules, as well as other information 
of usd not pnly to commercial travel¬ 
lers but also to the general public.'This 
guide will be revised from time to 
time and always kept up to date In 
every respect.

Coming to port the Tan¬ 
go was heard by the Dominion govern¬ 
ment’s radio-telegraph stations at 
Pachena, Estevan and Victoria when 
about 200 mHto off the coast. Pachena 
received the clearest messages from the 
vessel but the Tango’s operator was 
unable to hear Tatoosh station, where 
there Is an clght-kilowat apparatus, 
when within 100 miles of It. It Is ex¬ 
pected that tho Tango, while In port on 
TFie Sound, will have her instruments 
adjusted by repeated experiments with 
the local st&tlons which are Infinitely 
superior to those at present ln ; service 
on the Japanese coast.
